LODI BOWLS 
‘EM OVER 


Biggest news of last Sunday’s 
Stockton M.C. scrambles at Lodi 
Bowl was the double defeat of 
Modesto champion Ray Huff. 

After showing the way home to 
the 650cc experts in his heat, Huff 
was expected to win the final by his 
customary long margin. Instead, he 
finished dead last. Obviously 
‘District 36’s #1 plate rider wasn’t 
trying. 

Perhaps Huff was disgruntled 


about being sent to the second row 
for the start of the 250cc Expert 
Main. In this he finished second to 
Roger Goldthwarth, by. aboutthe same 
distance as his starting handicap. 
The Lodi Bowl track, owned by the 
Lodi M.C.,is a narrow groove scram- 
bles course with a sudden bump in 
the middle. This launching ramp 
bounces the riders up, then deposits 
them on the ground again with a 
clang. Maybe a little more grader 
work is called for there. 

Ray Rice with his twin BSA led 
the big bikes home after taking over 
midway from J. Jorgenson, a local 
dealer, riding the fastest Royal En- 
field north of Ascot.

It was a hot, dusty day on the desert as the different classes of riders 
began to gather for the Coachella Valley M.C. European Scrambles. The 
course was well laid out, the start was choppy and full of rocks, but every- 
one overlooked this because we all know Coachella Valley doesn’t have the 
best desert in California. To lay out a course, they used a lot of old Jeep 
trails which made it fast after you got on course——One sandy uphill and one 
swinging downhill, hog-back ridges, then into a sandwash that was fourth 
gear all the way into the pits, which were pretty powdery and dusty for every- 
one except the leader. 

This is the second time this year that Coachella Valley M.C. has held 
their run up on the Mecca Road. This seems to be the ideal area for Indio, as 
it is mostly desert and not so much sand and hidden rocks. With 130 riders 
sweltering in 110 degrees-of heat, it got to be pretty hot riding, but there 
was a comfortable breeze that helped between races. 

Results were incomplete at presstime, the 250 Expert class was won by 
Malcolm Smith (Husqvarnd) ahead of CZ-mounted Phil Bowers. The Open 
Expert class winner was Reed Price, (Triumph) with Walt Axthelm (360 CZ) 
running second, and taking 500 Expert honors as well. 

After the run everyone went into town for a tasty buffet dinner, followed 
by a trophy presentation which topped off a wonderful day on the desert.

Yorty Endorses Cycle Parks 


Los Angeles Mayor Sam Yorty announced Monday that he recognizes the 
need to establish a motorcycle educational and recreational area within the 


City of Los Angeles. 

Following a recent conference 
with officers of the National Trail 
Riders Association; William Freder- 
ickson, Jr., General Manager, De- 
partment of Recreation and Parks; 
and Mel Pierson, member of the Re- 
creation and Parks Commission, the 
Mayor concurred that the thousands 
of recreational motorcycle enthusi- 
asts in Los Angeles shouldbe given 
the same consideration accorded any 
other sizable group of sports-minded 
people. 

The Mayor emphasized that he 
was referring to owners of motor- 
cycles, and their families, for whom 
motorcycling is a positive recrea- 
tional pursuit by providing pleasure 
and adventure, and not the relatively 
small percentage of people whose 
motorcycling activities have been a 
nuisance factor. 


“There are approximately 350,000 
registered motorcycles in the State 
of California, according to the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles registra- 
tions, and some 600,000 enthusiasts, 
according to manufacturers’ surveys,” 
the Mayor pointed out, adding that 
“the majority of these vehicles are 
located in Southern California, and 
Los Angeles is the ‘hub of motor- 
cycling activity.’” 

“The people whoride motorcycles 
come from every walk of life: doc- 
tors, lawyers, bankers, engineers, 
writers, film industry, clerks, me- 
chanics, construction workers, edu- 
cators, and others, with this fine 
recreational activity appealing to 
people of all ages, and even work- 


ing its way into the feminine world,” 
Mayor Yorty said. 

The Mayor emphasized the need 
for an educational and recreational 
area in Southern California as the 
rapid growth of the sport has ex- 
ceeded any existing facilities. He 
said that desert areas, which have 
been used by many riders, have 
been restricted, and a once vast 
area for this wholesome activity no 
longer exists. 

“The establishment of such an 
educational and recreational area 
will afford many assets to the com- 
munity, not only encouraging riders 
to use established riding areas, but 
also encouraging beginning riders to 
go to a training area where they can 
be assisted by experienced people,” 
Mayor Yorty said. 

The National Trail Riders Asso- 
ciation was represented at the con- 
ference by Roy Ruddock, President; 
Pete De Puis, Secretary, and Gordon 
Dreyer, Treasurer. These men will 
meet with members of the Recreation 
and Parks Commission to study the 
matter and to set forth rules and 
regulations for the safety and con- 
venience of both cyclists and other 
citizens of the community. 

“Because there has remained a 
definite void in the development of 
trailing areas for the large numbers 
of motorcyclists in our recreational 
system, a regulated and programmed 
riding area that can be utilized by 
the many enthusiasts, would be a 
boon, not only to this group of peo- 
ple, but to all citizens,” the Mayor 
concluded.

Progress in Public Relations

How- 
ever, I have a suggestion that, with your 
help, may produce some favorable results. 

The trend nowdays seems to be to 
have a movie or television star speak a 
message or commercial a person wants 
to get across to the public, and this 
method seems to work. So why can’t we 
do the same thing? There are many 
motorcyclists in the entertainment me- 
dium. Keenan Wynn, Lee Marvin, Steve 
McQueen, Ken Osmond, Jerry Van Dyke, 
just to name a few. 

Why couldn’t we get some of these 
stars and some of the other riders on 
some sort of a TV program, possibly an 
interview type of show or perhaps we 
could even swing a special of some 
kind? The one-percenters did awhile 
back, but, of course, they had a sponsor. 
I know the riders would gladly donate 
their time and maybe some of the stars 
would also. 

As far as the cost of the program, 
you could ask through your paper for 
contributions from riders for this pur- 
pose, maybe the R.R.C. could set up a 
ride to raise funds, and maybe even 
some of the clubs could donate a little 
out of the very small, if any, profits 
they make on their runs, Let these club 
members and other road riders appear on 
the show wearing their uniforms so the 
public can see how some of the other 
99% dress. This would look great on 
color TV. If possible, show some of the 
motorcycles and the equipment, (such 
as safety equipment) that they carry. At 
least show pictures. Maybe even film 
clips of some of the runs and even some 
police officers could help verify that 
we are not all bad.

Daytona Beach—May 17, 1966—L. A. “Lin” Kuchler, 
Executive Secretary of the American Motorcycle Associa- 
tion and the Motorcycle, Scooter and Allied Trades 
Association, has been named Executive Manager of the 
National Association For Stock Car Auto Racing 
(NASCAR). The announcement was made on May 17 
in Daytona Beach, Florida, by NASCAR President Bill 
France who called Kuchler “one of the most able men 
in motor sports.” 

“We are indeed fortunate,” France said, “to secure the 
services of a man with the experience and knowledge 
of Lin Kuchler, a man who has devoted his life to motor 
sports competition. Under Lin’s leadership, the sport 
of motorcycle racing has grown tremendously in the 
number of members, contestants, events and in prestige.” 

Kuchler will assume his new duties on July 1. 

The position of NASCAR Executive Manager was 
left vacant with the death in April of Pat Purcelle, a 
pioneer in automobile racing who served in this capacity 
with NASCAR for 14 years. 

Kuchler, a native of Milwaukee who now lives in 
Columbus, Ohio, has been associated with motorcycle 
racing for more than 30 years. The AMA organizes and 
provides guidance for the activities of more than 1500 
clubs with total membership in excess of 80,000. The 
AMA sanctions approximately 4,000 Amateur and Pro- 
fessional motorcycle events each year. 


“I leave the AMA,” Kuchler said, “with some regret

after 30 years in the motorcycle business. On the other 
hand I am looking forward to joining NASCAR. I am 
going from the largest motorcycle association in the 
world to the largest automobile racing association in 
the world. 

Kuchler, a graduate of Milwaukee West Division High 
School, studied business administration at the University 
of Miami. He served as a bombardier for 21/4 years dur- 
ing World War II. 

Before joining the AMA in 1955, he was a Harley- 
Davidson dealer in Ann Arbor, Mich. 

As NASCAR executive manager Kuchler will serve 
in the dual role as Director of Competition, scheduling 
events and sanctioning tracks. 

The AMA has not named a successor to Kuchler but 
hopes to do so in the near future. 

“Although we are naturally sorry to lose Lin Kuchler,” 
William E. Kennedy, President of the AMA said, “I am 
sure I speak for everyone connected with motorcycling 
when I say that we wish him every success in his new 
assignment. 

“NASCAR is without a doubt obtaining the services 
of one of the most knowledgeable and talented execu- 
tives in the automotive field.” 

Kuchler dnd his wife, Lorry, have three children, 
Lorelyn, Judy and Lin. The Kuchlers will make their 
home in Daytona Beach.

Southern California has, for more 
years than most of us can remember, 
been America’s Motorcycle Mecca. The 
racing fan here has been privileged to 
witness more and finer racing than can 
be foundin any other part of the country. 

Carrell Speedway, Gardena Stadium, 
Ascot Park—all have been showcases 
for the biggest names in motorcycling. It 
seems, at times, almost too good. At 
Ascot Park it is not unusual to have 200 
riders show up for the weekly half-mile 
events. That is just a bit too much. The 
poya need someplace else to show their 
stuff. 


No Paper Track 

The very thing we need will soon be 
here. In the city of Irwindale, a small 
industrial community located in the 
cluster of small cities east of Los 
Angeles that includes Azusa, Baldwin 
Park, Covina, and Monrovia, a brand new 
oval track is being built. This is not a 
paper dream. Construction has been 


started and the first race should be held 
toward the end of July. 

Will Tice, president of the Soland 
Corporation that will operate this new 
racing plant, is a man who had made a 
business of racing. Many remember the 
San Gabriel Valley Dragstrip that he ran 
from 1960 to 1963. That strip was one 
of the best run and best paying drag- 
strips in the country at that time. 

The San Gabriel Valley Raceway, as 
the new track will be called, is going to 
be run in the same way. This means 
there is going to be a big promotion bud- 
get to draw big crowds and make for 
really big pay-offs..The hard-sell type 
of advertising did the job for Mr. Tice 
before and he figures that’s the proper 
way to do things for this operation. 

As seen in the plot plan of the new 
facility, San Gabriel Valley Raceway 
appears a well thought out racing plant. 
There is plenty of parking for both spec- 
tators and competitors and a large grand 
stand. The snack bars and restrooms 
will be large and designed to let fans 
return to the action in as short a time 
as possible. 

Unfortunately, the main half-mile 
track will be paved and thus closed to

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motorcycles. The inner track, for which one possible shape is shown in the plan, will 
be dirt and formotorcycles only. Mr. Tice has conferred with Bert Brundage, the AMA’s 

District 37 Referee, and the final design willbe made with Bert’s help. This should 
mean that the motorcycle track will be as safe and interesting for the racer and 






spectator as it can be made. 


Only hard-headed, money-hungry professionals are going to be allowed on 
this track. Mr. Tice intends to run cars of one type or another (no des- 
truction derby or jalopies) every Friday night and motorcycles each and 
every Saturday night. Riders who like only the TT events will be able 
to ride every week instead of once a month. The ‘‘ride-anything’’ 
types will get two paydays a week instead of one. 

Pity the poor fan though. He’s going to have to choose 
between his loyalty to Ascot, The ‘*Home ofthe Champions,” 
and the twist, turn, and jump events at the new track. Of 
course, if you canafford towatchtwo-races a week you’ve 


got it made.

Elliott Schultz came out of re- 
tirement once again but could only 
pull a fourth place in his heat race 
behind White, Gene Romero and Pat 
Gosch.

Drag racing competitors and fans 
looked with eager anticipation to 
this weekend for a gathering of the 
west coast’s finest and fastest ma- 
chinery in a “heads-up”, showdown 
racing program. 

Dick Rios brought his “Two Timer” 
to Lions Drag Strip and succeeded in 
defeating Perry and Scotty’s “Stage 
Fright,” Boris Murray and Jim Cook’s 
“Flustration,” and Don Harris’ single- 
engine Triumph for the $100.00 top fuel 
bike award. 

Don Harris won his class elimination 
by getting to the finish lights first in a 
match against Chuck Adams’ new 45- 
inch Triumph. Harris turned 10.77 elapsed 
time and 134.12 mph. In the showdown 
for top fuel he defeated your columnist’s 
450 Honda with an E.T. of 11.09 and 
speed of 134.21. This gave Don a guar- 
antee of runner-up money and a chance 
against Dick Rios for more. 

When time fora final race was called, 
both Rios and Harris promptly arrived 
at the rollers and fired the fuel-drinking 
monsters, rolled to the starting line 
and froze when the staging light showed 
they were in position. Both bikes were 
Tun up to maximum rpm and the clutches 
teleased in almost simultaneous action 
but none of the Two Timer’s power was 
wasted, for Dick Rios turned 10.09 E.T.

Jim and Boris wore T-shirts and Jackets 
that were provided by their sponsor, 
Foothill Cycle Center. It sure makes for 
a good looking team. 


It’s A “Gasser” 


Reading the results and believing that 
Sonny Raslowski had only Richfield 
gas in the tank is a little hard to take. 
It is true however, and he can be recog- 
nized as the fastest gas bike around. 
Sonny turned 11.14 and 121.45 on his 
Harley-Davidson. To him there is one 
immediate problem and that is to be the 
first gasser to turn in the 10-second 
realm, 

Hot on the Harley’s heels is the 
Norton of Moulder and Reese. They won 
top gas at Irwindale turning 11.69 and 
111.24, then settled for runner-up money 
at Lions, when the Norton couldn’t 
adjust to the altitude and humidity 
change, turning 12.12-108.04. 

The Norton performance was almost 
as fast in the street class. George 
Jonovich won top street eliminator at 
Lions, turning 12.47E.T. and 108.17 mph, 
The street Norton was equally as strong 
at Irwindale, but became a victim of the 
red light and lost the money to Le Roy 
Wyman’s hauling 350 Honda. Honda also 
took the top fuel bike money at Irwindale 
when Murray and Cook broke a chain 
just off the line. Such is the fortune of 
drag racing! 


Records 


Most impressive was the new record 
of Sonny Raslowski’s Harley (previously 
mentioned), but Harley-Davidson can 
now boast of two. Ed McDonald has led 
in class eliminations for a long time and 
now holds the ‘‘A’’ street bike elapsed 
time record of 11.98. 

The smaller bikes also made a mark 
in the weekend's program. Bill Clark 
turned in his Chrondex tickets and into 
the book went his name and the brand 
Honda with an elapsed time of 17.24 
and speed of 73,23 as the official Lions 
Drag Strip ‘‘F’’ street bike record holder. 


Editorial 


This weekend’s racing was a reward- 
ing experience. I profited by learning 
the names and faces of those willing to 
promote our sport and inversely those 
who will not. Mr. C. J. Hart, manager 
of Lions Drag Strip, will not post these 
money awards again. Two reasons pre- 
vailed in his decision; one was the lack 
ofan increase in the spectator attendance 
and two, the competitors failed torespond 
in numbers. 

Odd thing about the situation is that 
the top competitors who did not appear

The fourth race was the largest 
with everything from 50s to Sport- 
sters on the track at the same time. 
The best part of this event was the 
start. The bikes were lined up on 
one side of the track facing the riders 
across the way and when the flag 
was dropped there was a patter of 
feet, silence, and the thundering, 
whispering, buzzing sound of nearly 
every bike you can think of being 
started at once. One unfortunate 
sportster rider was still kicking and 
grunting, swearing and praying at 
the line long after the rest of the 
pack was out of sight. How the 
scorers kept track of this race is 
beyond me. In two laps they were 
spread all around the course. About 
all the fan learned from watching 
this event was that big bikes are 
faster than small bikes. Take a look 
at the results to see how your fa- 
vorite brand made out. 

Sidecars 

This really wasn’t a race because 
there were only two outfits entered. 
The team of Reg Pridmore and Ernie 
Caesar were driving a very nicely 
turned out Triton (Triumph engine, 
Norton frame). The Norton engine, 
special frame chariot of John Talia- 
ferro and Ian McKalvie was truly a 
work of art. Beautiful as the Talia- 
ferro/Kalvie mount was, though, it 
just wasn’t running the way it should 
have. The machine was down on 
power and seemed to be having 
handling problems. 

No contest it may have been, but 
dull it wasn’t. The sight of two men 
on one motorcycle barrelling through 
those tums willraise anyone’s blood 
pressure. On the left-handlers, the 
driver leans as far to the left as he 
can and the passenger hangs as 
much as two-thirds of his body over 
the side. The situation is reversed 
in the right-hand turns with the dri- 
ver leaning as far to the right as 
possible and his buddy sitting on 
the rear fender behind him.

Suzuki’s racer, Anschedit, 
established an new amazing lap record 
of 2 min. 02.69 (66.7 mph). But finally 
Honda’s ace, Taveri, shot ahead on the 
14th lap. 

Thel25cc race was a race of the dark 
horse. Although the Suzuki team was 
expected to win by the huge crowd, 
Yamaha’s Ivy took the race. 

The last 250cc race was a fight be- 
tween Honda and Yamaha, but Hailwood 
(Honda) set new lap and race records. 
In this race, Reed and Ivy both retired. 
Woodman (MZ) took second, a lap be- 





hind Hailwood. Hailwood’s new lap 
record is 72.7 mph compared to Reed’s 
old one of 71.3 mph.

American Team 
Tackles 
Isle Of Man 


For the first time, an organized 
team of American motorcycle racers 
willcompete in European motorcycle 
road racing in 1966. 

People throughout the world regard 
the Isle of Man Tourist Trophy races as 
the biggest event on the International 
motorcycle racing calendar. Many Ameri- 
can riders have made the trip to the 
tiny island in the Irish Sea to compete 
as private entries, even though they 
knew there was not the slightest chance 
of winning. Their only hope has been to 
make a good showing. Sportsmen admire 
a good performance, even when it isn’t 
a winning one, 

Because the TT has such prestige, 
Cycle World Magazine is sponsoring a 
team of four riders from the U.S. in the 
1966 250cc ‘Lightweight TT.’’ 

Team members have chosen the Ya- 
maha TD1-B as their mounts. Four ma- 
chines have been loaned by Yamaha 
International. The TD1-B is a twin- 
cylinder, two-stroke, five-speed, ‘‘pro- 
duction’? road racer, of about 34 hp, 
with a top speed of 130-plus mph. For 
almost three years, this machine has 
shown a clear superiority in the 250cc 
class in most American road races. The 
bikes will be painted red, white and 
blue, the riders will be decked out in 
American-style blue leathers with a 
white sleeve stripe, and their Bell hel- 
mets will be decorated like a segment 
of the American flag. There’ll be no 
doubt about where they come from, 

Primary goal at the Tourist Trophy 
races will be to win the Team Prize. 
Weather permitting, a secondary ob- 


jective on be to Sie an average 
speed of 90 mph around the 38 mile, 
219-turn road course, for the race. 

Team members are Don Vesco, Buddy 
Parriott, Ron Grant, and ‘“back-up’’ 
team alternate man, Gordon Jennings. 


All Californians But One 


Don Vesco is married, has a daughter, 
and is a Yamaha/BSA dealer in San 
Diego. Vesco is the only American ever 
to win an International Grand Prix at 
the United States Grand Prixin Daytona, 
1963. For many years he has competed 
in numerous forms of motorcycle com- 
petition, but most notably as a road 
racer in west coast events, and nation- 
ally with the American Motorcycle As- 
sociation. He has been riding since he 
was 16 years old, and began racing 
when he was 17. 

Don comes from a racing family. He 
and his father are well-known on the 
Bonneville salt flats, where they have 
accumulated some very impressive re- 
cords. Don belongs to the ‘*200 mph 
Club,” comprised of men who have 
gone 200 mph or better on the salt flats. 

Buddy Parriott also began riding at 
16. At 20, he entered his first competi- 
tion, and in 1948 made his first score 
by winning the Box Springs TT in River- 
side, California. In 1964 he was first in 
the AFM Santa Barbara road races, re- 
peating the feat in 1965. That same 
year in Daytona, Florida, he finished 
second behind Mike Hailwood, the 
world’s 500cc champion, beating an 
international field in the process. He 
has won several events at the road 
racers’ training grounds, Willow Springs. 

Ron Grant was born in the suburbs 
of London, England, and had attained a 
considerable reputation for himself in 
English club racing before coming to 
the U.S. in 1961. Ron may possibly pro- 
voke a reaction from the British that 
the team is not all American. However, 
this is a country of immigrants, ‘Ron is 
an American, and has earned most of 
his reputation racing in our style of 
competition. Ron has been riding in 
competition since 1960, when he entered 
the Bank Holiday race at Thruxton in 
England. He raced in scrambles as well 
as road racing. He has ridden a number 
of rather exotic machines, such as the 
Honda four. 

He holds track records at Laguna 
Seca, Cotati, Vacaville, and Willow 
Springs. He was first in the 500cc class 
in AFM events in 1964, and ‘65. Ron’s 
most important asset to the team is his 
91 mph lap at the Isle of Man Manx 
Grand Prix, on a Norton minus fairing. 
He is married, has one daughter, and 
sells motorcycles for a living. 

Gordon Jennings is Cycle World’s 
Technical Editor and will ride as team 
alternate. Should an accident remove 
one of the primary members, Gordon will 
fill the vacancy. In addition, Jennings 
will be the Team’s chief technician. He 
maintained and raced a Yamaha TD-1 
all through one and one-half seasons 
with success. 

All the riders and machines will de- 
part for London via Pan American Air- 
ways, May 28th, and then to the Island 
80 miles from Liverpool, and virtually 
the same distances from Dublin and 
Glasgow. They will compete under the 
scrutiny of more than 150,000 British 
and foreign motorcycle enthusiasts, 
against British, Japanese, Italian, 

Czechoslovakian, Australian, African, 
New Zealand, Canadian, Swedish, West 
German, East German, French, Russian 
and Spanish riders. 

Dr. D. O. Hutchins will accompany 
the team as physician, and Cycle World’s 
publishers Joe and B. J. Parkhurst will 
go along as historians and advisors. 





MORE FAVORITE RIDING PLACES 


This department regrets having to do it, but this week we are forced to 
reveal the favorite secret riding place of Baron Clyde Charles Von Schazy. 
Looking for some more common place riding grounds, we discovered that 
all had been posted “off limits” to motorcycles. That left only Von Schazy’s
